The Army Takes Over a Factory

Pc"V Quarrel Rather Than Union Issue 


The showdown between professional labor organizers and 


the government over the matter of calling strikes in plants 
manufacturing airplanes and other munitions for American 
National Defense and for Great Britain came this week-end 


pwhen local labor leaders refused to call off their strike in the 
North American Aircraft corporation factory at Inglewood, 
Calif., and the government accordingly made good its threat 
to seize the plant.

There is a big difference between 


the rights of labor as opposed to Ihe 


^rights of capital, and the rights of 


cither or both of them as opposed lo 
their country. 


The difference was probably under- 


stood by the rank-and-filo of fa,c- 
tory employes, but having delegated 
authority to the wrong kind of local

This seems to be borne out by Mon- 


day afternoon dispatches which report 
that many of the workers greeted 
the arrival of troops with cheers. 


Also, it must be conceded that the 


nalional organizalion of Ihe CIO came 
lo ils senses at the llth hour and 
sent orders lo Ihe Inglewood "local" 
lo call off Ihe strike and order the 
men back lo work—orders which the 
local union repudiated, resulting in 
Ihe Army's seizure of the factory.

will be apparent 


to anyone who has lived and work- 
ed in highly-organized industrial cit- 
ies. Much of the wrangling in indus- 
trial centers is less about wages-and- 
hours and more about union dues and 
the polilical conlrol which they give 
to local union leaders. 


Union leaders are no different from 


factory owners. They have their own 
personal inlercsls lo look oul for— 
and some of them are unable to see 
the broad interests of Iheir country 
when they conflict with personal mai- 
lers.

About Censorship 


Newspapers in the United States 


are not censored. They must not be, 
even should the emergency become 
more critical. 


We have the word of Lowell Mel- 


lett, head of the Office of Govern- 
ment Reports, that no censorship is 
contemplated. We have the word of 
George Creel, who managed such mat- 
ters during the World War, that it 
doesn't work 
anyway, even 
when 


"voluntary." Both 
men 
ought 
to 


know what they are talking about. 


There can be only two reasons for 


censorships of newspapers. One is to 
manipulate people at home. The other 
is to keep information of military va- 
lu away from possible enemies abroad. 
The first we don't want. The second 
is the sphere in which to operate.

more reason for telling them. They 
will hold firm, even when it's bad.

Good sense indicates that informa- 


tion of military value shall not be 
passed 
on to enemies or potential 


enemies. That's the place for cen- 
sorship. When a piece of information 
of value to a potential enemy becomes 
known, what happens? It 
is im- 


mediately passed on to the country 
interested. 


Now military information is a per- 


ishable product, like fish. If not re- 
ceived in lime, it's no good. Modern 
conditions being what they are, it 
can be assumed that no military se- 
cret can be kept forever. If it is de- 
layed long enough, however, that is 
enough for practical purposes. 


Thus it may be seen thai censor- 


ship is apt to do the one thing it 
should not do: namely, becloud lo- 
cal opinion; while failing to do the 
thing it ought to do: namely, pre- 
venting the enemy or potential en- 
emy from getting the information in 
time to do it any good. 


Voluntary censorship 
keeps 
little 


news from going abroad, especially 
since the cables abroad are uncen- 
sored. Short 
wave radio and 
the 


cables! Those are the points to choke 
off 
information going abroad, 
not 


censorship of American newspapers. 
True, such restriction is not air-tight. 
The news will sift abroad sooner or 
later, but probably too late to be of 
value. 


That is the sort of restriction which 


Creel recommended, with his World 
War experience with voluntary cen- 
sorship back of him. That is the sort 
of censorship, together with proper 
reticence at the source, which will 
do what needs to be done. 


For free Americans, full informa- 


tion; for enemies or potential enemies 
nothing. That is the general frame- 
work 
on which any 
arrangements 


for news coverage in an emergency 
thould be worked out.

British Meet Resistance 


BERLIN —(/P)— Britain's atlack in 


Syria is mecling sturdy resistance, 
German sources said Monday, declar- 
ing it could not yet be determined 
whether its defense would be effect-, 
ed. 


"We are convinced that France is 


pulling up strong resistance in keep- 
ing with her policy to defend her 
possessions," a German 
spokesman 


said. 


"Germany for the moment is watch- 


ing the political and military deve- 
lopments with intense interest. 


"There are no German troops in 


Syria and Ihe present struggle con- 
concerns only France and England," 
the spokesman said. 


"The polilical silualion is most in- 


teresting, and it is obvious that Bri- 
tain had to resort to some stunl lo 
compensate for the loss oC Crete," 
the spokesman declared,

Weygand has royal blood in hfs 


veins and the keenest sense of honor 
it is possible to conceive. He is a 
most devout Catholic, goes to mass 
every morning if he possibly can, 
and is a stern, .'ahnpst. brutal dls-k 
ciplinariari, not only with his sub-k 
ordinates but with himself. He is 
impressed with his own importance, 
and since the collapse 
of France, 


which ho was powerless lo avert (he 
was 
only given command 
of the 


French armies on May 20lh, six days 
afler the Germans had smashed Coraps 
army and broken through at Sedan), 
Weygand must more than once have 
dreamed of coming back at some 
critical time of the war, to retrieve 
his military repulalion. 


Like Pelain, Maxime Weygand pro- 


foundly distrusts politicians, especial- 
ly those of the Laval type. 'He has ne- 
ver been on especially good terms with 
Admiral Darlan, for the French Army 
and Ihe French Navy are intensely 
jealous of one another, and Wey- 
gand looks upon himself as far bet- 
ter suited than Darland to take Pe- 
lain's place as head of the French 
Stale.

ing Weygand, War Minister Charles 
Hunlziger, and Charles Platon, Co-

German interventionists. 


Vichy is powerless, of course, to 


prevent the Germans taking possession 
of Syria if they can overcome Bri- 
tish opposition. But what Weygand 
doubtless urged was resistance alike 
to either German or British atlack 
on Syria, Ihe policy lo which he is 
pledged as regards North Africa. 


The seizure of Syria air bases by 


Ihe Germans will precipale British 
action, and the French in Syria will 
have to choose to which side they 
will lend support. They will probably 
be divided, and a certain number will 
aid the British, as will the majority 
of the Arabs, who prefer Ihe Brilisli 
to the Germans. 


The men of Vichy who strain every 


nerve to force Petain to take action 
that would be tantamount to re-en- 
tering the war on Germany's side,; 
are acuated by the belief thai Ger- 
many will win Ihe war or in any case 
cannot be defeated and driven back 
within her own borders. 


Also, they know thai the day they 


cease to be under the protection of 


e Nazis and the French people 
th. 
gain Iheir freedom, Ihcir lives will 
be forfeil and they will be swept 
away in a burst of popular execration, 
for the people of France are solidly 
anti-German at heart. 


Knows America's Potential 


Strength 


But if the politicians, for their own 


ends, are minimizing the importance 
of American support for Britain, Woy- 
gand and War Minister Huntziger are 
in no doubt as to what it really means 
or that it will ultimately turn the 
scales of victory.

met postmaster, Emmet's oldest citizen, 
and last Confederate army veteran in 
Nevada county, died at his Emmet res-

Mr. Prescott, a member of the Ne- 


vada County Republican Committee 
for 50 years, and of the State Repub- 
lican Committee 20 years, was Em- 
met distributor for a state newspaper 
for many years, and was active de- 
spite his advanced 
age 
until two 


months ago. He would have been 95 
in September. 


As a boy he was a railway poslal 


clerk, later becoming Emmet post- 
master. In the War Between the Slates 
he fought at the batlles of Kennasaw 
Mounlain, 
Jonesboro, 
Dalton 
and 


Reseca, and was discharged at Pen- 
sacola, Fla. 


Mr. Prescott 
is survived 
by his 


widow, six sons and a daughter. The 
children are: Wilson, of Hope; Wen- 
dell, of Prescott; Ted and Prank, of 
Emmet; James K., Jr., of Rosston; Joe 
H., of Texarkana; and Mrs. Lane Hood, 
of Texarkana.

Having a social security account 


card is no indication that the holder 
s legally employable under child 
abor regulations, John H. Cooler 
nnnagor of the Social Security Board 
office at Tcxarkann, Arkansas, pointed 
out Monday. Reports reaching the So- 
cial Security Board indicate that some 
young people are offering these cards 
as evidence that they are employable 
and, in a few isolated cases, that em- 
ployers are accepting them, he stated. 
The young person offering the 'card 
may or may not meet the child labor 
requirements, he said, but in this con- 
nection his 
social 
security account 


card has no significance. 


"The responsibility of an employer 


under Federal and Stale laws regard- 
ing the hiring of minors is in no way 
affected by the fact that the applicant 
lor work may hold a social security 
account card," Mr. Cooler explained. 


I his card," he said, 'only mijans that 


the holder had a social security wage 
account set up for him under the Fed- 
eral old-age and survivors insurance 
system. The account is for the pur- 
pose of determining the insurance ben- 
efits to which he or his family will be 
entitled at his 'retirement age or in 
c'ase of his death. Eligibility for em- 
ployment under child labor regula- 
tions is not required in order to ob- 
tain a social security account card."

The danger is very real, all the 


more so as it is impossible to over- 
estimate the advantages of Dakar as 
a naval base. The harbor is magnifi- 
cent and it is enclosed by two modern 
jetties, one 6840 feet long, the other

feet. The entrance is 720 feet 


wide. There are three great commer- 
cial docks, more 
than 
7000 feet of 


quayage an dships drawing 26 feet of 
water can moor alongside at any point. 
Cargoes are unloaded directly on to 
railroad tracks that run along the 
whole length of the quays. 


Then there is the naval base where 


the 35,000-ton Richelieu, largest bat- 
tleship in the French navy, is now ly- 
ing, a naval dockyard, with a floating 
dock, an arsenal, another drydock 656 
feet by 92 feet, a torpedo boat basin 
755 feet by 410. 


There are three airports at Dakar, 


which is Ihe terminal of the French 


air line to South America. Once in 
the hands of Germany', Dakar would 
link up the Reich with the 21,762 miles 
of German and Italian-controlled air 
lines in South America. Berlin would 
be in direct air communication with 
the Pacific, via Rome, Dakar, Rio de 
Janeiro and Arequipa. 


Today Ilaly is actually operating the 


line across the South Atlantic that 
the French were forced to abandon.

of 


Vichy's policy of cooperation with the 
Axis. 


Grew Enormously in 


Recent Vcurs 


Dakar has grown enormously of 


recent years. In 1926, its population 
was about 40,000; a census taken at 
the end of 1936 returned 92,634 in- 
habitants. It has broad, regular streets 
fine'buildings and a monumental pal- 
ace fo rthe Governor General. Also a 
fine cathedral. It is the capital of 
the whole of French West 
Africa, 


which extends all the way from Mau- 
retania to Dahomey with a total area

Timber Should 
Return Income 
to Farmers 


Is Means of 
Income Like 
Any Other Agri- 
culture Acre 


The farm limber acre should return 


an Income lo the farm in dollars and 
cents just like any other farm acre, 
Frederick J. Shulley, of the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas College of Agricul- 
ture, recently told Oliver L. Adams, 
county ngcnt. And With proper care, 
the Extension forester said, the tim- 
ber acre can do it. 


"Too 
often," 
Mr. 
Shulley said, 


"faftners have sold their timber for 
a lump sum Instead of by the thous- 
and board feet. They have sold their 
timber by verbal contract inslead of 
written contract. Too often after the 
deal was made the farmer never went 
near the cutting. Timber was not 
thought of as a crop." 


Fortunately, the forcs:er said, these 


poor practices arc gradually disap- 
pearing as a result of the emphasis 
that has been placed on good timber 
management. 


Mr. Shulley cited nn example of a 


farmer who was offered n lump sum 
for his timber. The man refused the 
offer, and instead he went into his 
timber and selected the trees, on ;i 
diameter basis, to be cut; then he 
sold them by the thousand board feet. 


"By selling his timber in this busi- 


ness-like way, he gained 5141.20 over 
the lump-sum offer," the extension 
forester said.
